: Strasbourg, France’s beautiful border ‘city 
YF to-day has 2,000 population in place of its normal 
200,000. A record feat was accomplished by the French 


in handling civil evacuation. 


THE most remarkable case of 
evacuation under the shadow of the op- 
posing forces on. the western front is 
that of the great city of Strasbourg, 
which to-day has. the appearance of. a 
deserted city with only 2,000 of its 
200,000 inhabitants remaining to walk 
around its deserted streets, 

The reason for the evacuation is that 


the old city, on tho left bank of the Rhino,- 


is France's most ‘advanced castern outpost, 
Only members of the police and of such 
essential’ services as water, gas, electricity, 
and a few workers In a local metal factory 
remain. : 

The othera, compulgorily. evacuated in 
the first days of the war, are now scattered 
all over France, Some have found shelter 
with friends and relatives in Alsatian vil- 
Inges behind the -Maginot: Line. Many 
others have moved to Perigueux, a town in 
southweatern France. 

Ono's footsteps sound curiously loud as 
one walks through completely deserted 
streets that wero once alive with people and 
humming with traffic, 

What Tends a special character to 
the city is the complete order, the 
absence of the slightest sign of destruc- 
tion or looting, ar 
One could imagine Strasbourg, with Its 

magnificent thirteenth century Cathedral, 
one-of the finest specimens of Gothic archi- 
tecture, its many quaint buildings and 
ornaments of far-off dava, its quite modern 
department stores and blocks of residential 
flats, as the enchanted city of some wicked 
magician and requiring n new touch of 
magic to awaken it to life.

THE wicked magician, in this case, 
of course, was the war. . 

Across the Rhine, about half a milo in 
breadth, one can sec the aolid architetture 
of the German town of Kehl. 

Along the Rhine are the advanced posts 
of Germany's Westwall, or Siegfried Line. 
So Strasbourg is not only within easy rango 
of air attack, but is exposed to something 
far more destructive, artillery bombard- 
ment, This is why, alone among the large 
cities of France, it has been thoroughly 
evacuated, 

But the German guns have not roared. 
The German airplanes, while they occasion-

The French have already ‘blown up three 
other bridges which span the Rhine at other 
polnts, 


It was a curious experience to walk into 
the one restaurant-cafe which Is now func- 
tloning in Strasbourg, near the Place Kleber, 
and find it crowded with customers, about 
half of them in uniform, after roaming about 
the empty strects of the city. ’ 


There was ao forlorn aspect about the 
Cathedral, with the infinitely delicate 
masonry of its single superb spire; the more 
Precious stuined glass had been removed and 
there was a gencral atmosphere of Packing 
up and moving. | . 

. Nowhere is.the blackout so complete as 
in deserted Strusbourg; and it was both a 
diMeult and an eerle experience to find one’s 
way back to the station from the restaurant 
cafe after dark. 

The clty’s newspaper hud moved to 
Bordeaux, os s0 many. of the former in- 
habitants are now living in this southwestern 
part of France. A small edition, however ts 
published in the Alsatian town of Colmar and 
is available for the few remaining Inhabitants 
of Strasbourg.

Strasbourg, France’s’ beautiful border “city 
to-day has 2,000 population in place of its normal 


200,000. A record feat was a 

in handling civil evacuation. 

THE. most. remarkable case. of 
evacuation under the shadow of the op- 
posing forces on the western front is 
that of the great city of Strasbourg, : 
which to-day has the appearance of a 
deserted city with only -2,000 of its 
200,000 inhabitants remaining to walk 
around its deserted atrects. a. 

Tho reason for the evacuntion is that 
tho old city, on the left bank of the Rhine, 
js France's most advanced eastern outpost. 
Only members of the police and of such 
essential services as water, gas, clectricity, 
and a few workers in a local motal factory 
remain, f : 

Tho others, compulsorily evacunted in 
tho first days of the war, are now scattered 
ail over France. Some have found shelter 
with friends and relatives in Alsatian vil- 
Inges behind tho Maginot Line. Many 
others have moved to Perigueux, a town-in 
southwestern France. ‘ ’ a 

One's footateps sound curlously loud as 
one walks through completely desorted 
atrects that were once alive with people and 
humming with traffic, 

What lends o special character to 
the city is the complete order, the 
absence of the slightest sign of destruc: 
tion or looting, : 

One could imagine Strasbourg, with. {ts 
magnificent thirteenth century Cathedral, 
one of the finest specimens of Goth!e archi- 
tecture, its: many quaint buildings and 
ornaments of far-off dava, its’ quite modern 
department stores and blocks of residential 
flats, as the enchanted city of some wicked

NO. COMPROMISE 
“SAYS EDEN 


LONDON, Mar. 13 (Reuter) — 
Whatever the transient future of the 
war there can be no hesitation: and 
no compromise, Mr. Anthony Eden, 
Sceretary for the Dominions, told the 
Forelgn Press Association yesterday. 

His meetings with Hitler, .ho sald,

which to-day has the appearance of a 
deserted : city with only 2,000 of its 
200,000 inhabitants remaining to walk 
around its deserted streets, 

The reason for the evacuntion is that 


ithe old city, on the left bank of the Rhine, 


is France’s most advanced eastern outpost. 
Only members of the police and of such 
essentinI services as water, gas, electricity; 
and a few workers in a local metal factory 
remain, : 

The others, compulsorily ovacuated in 
the first days of the war, are now scattered 
all over France, Some have found shelter 
with friends and relatives in Alsatian vil- 
luges behind the Maginot Linc. Many 
others have fioved to Perigucux, a town In 
southwestern ‘France. ‘ 

One's footsteps sound curiously loud aa 
one walks through completely deserted 
strects that were once alive with people and 
humming with traffic, 

. What Iends a special ‘character to 

the city is the’ complete order,° the 

absence of the slightest sign of destruc- 
tion or looting. 

One could imagine Strasbourg, with ita 
magnificent thirteenth century Cathedral, 
one of the finest specimens of Gothle archi- 
tecture, its many quaint buildings and 
ornaments of far-off davs, its quite modern 
department stores and blocks of residential 
flats, as the enchanted city of some wicked 
magician and requiring a new touch of 
magic to awaken it to life. 
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THE wicked magician, in this case, 
of course, was the war. 
Across the Rhine, about half a mile in 


breadth, one can see the solid architecture , 


of the German town of Kehl. 

Along the Rhino are the advanced posts 
of. Germany's Westivall, or Siegfried Line. 
So Strasbourg Is not only within easy range 
of alr attack, but is exposed to something 
far more destructive, artillery bombard- 
ment. This is why, alone among the large 
cities’ of. France, it has been thoroughly 
evacuated, . 

But the German guns have not roared. 
The German airplanes, while they occasion- 
ally fly over the city to an accompaniment 
of anti-aircraft fire, have dropped no 


bombs, 
After all French heav 


artillery 
on Karlsruhe and other German towns 
along the Rhine. So a policy of “live 
and Iet live” has prevailed. 

This is most strikingly exemplified in 
the smoke that ia pouring out of factorics 
on both sides of the Rhine. The Germans 
are making. cellulose. The French are 
making steel. Each side ‘knows that if Jt 
starts to shell the other's plant its own will 
soon be. made unworkable by bursting 
‘shells. : s

Indicting A Nation 


HE saying, You cannot indict 

a nation, is in need of amend- 
ment, is indeed in: process of 
being amended. When Burke 
coined it the modern German had 
not come into being. I€. Burke 
wero alive to-day he might have 
made certain reservations to that, 
dictum, ‘a8 many persons are 
doing now. 

Why is it—or is it the case— 
that the Nazis, or even the whole 
German people, seem to suffer 
from moral diseases which 
appear, to be peculiar to them- 
selves? | Various interesting 
speculations are made, but 
nothing more definite has been 
reached than that a corrupt 
condition exists, 

Some theorists go back as far 
as Original Sin, others trace the 
evil to what occurred some two 
thousand years ago. When: the 
Romans carried their civilisation 
over most of the known world a 
halt was called whilo yet the 
Germans were without those 
civilising influences. 

Lord Rennell” puts ‘the 
situation thus:—‘'The result was 
that.the greater part of Germany 
remained outside the Imperial 
radius and was never subject to 
certain inhibitions and obliga- 
tions, and in particular respect 
for the sanctity of treaties and 
established by the 
Roman system and upheld after 
its disruption by the Church, its 
successor as a social influence.” 

. Another warning. of history, 
Lord Rennell adds, lies in ita 
evidence. of the temperamental 
disposition of the German 
peoples to be swayed by domin- 
ant and ambitious leadegs rather 
than by defined rules of conduct. 

There is scarcely any need to 
oxamind that assertion. : It has 
been patent ‘to all the world for 
tho last eighty years; and oven. 
thus carly in tho. present war it 
has become. evident ‘that for 
brutality. and shameless lying 
Hitler and his gang maintain tho 
worst” traditions - ‘of* Gorman

We have 
been deluged with a constant stream 
of propaganda about tho “Crime of 
Versailles,” “We won the war and 
what did we. get?" the pathetic 
spectacle of a gullible America caught 
in the wily. intrigues of Old World 
diplomacy, England expecting every 
American to do his duty, the “Mer- 
chants of -Death” and the. "Wall 
Street Bankers.’’. 5 

To-day there’s na new but equally 
polluted stream of propaganda luridly 
warning us against propaganda. The 
upshot of {it oll is that the thinking 
of mony honest people has become 
confused, thelr nerves jangled and 
thelr cmotions jaded. ‘And as a 
nation we have managed so. far to 
escnpe from reality and the tough 
responsibillties of ‘being a first-rate 
Power. I don’t mean that we have 
lost the. Puritanicai , vice of preaching 
to’ others, but .we have: failed to 
exercise the Puritanical virtue of do- 
ing our sharc—and more, if need 
be—of the hard’ work our very 
&reatness requires of us.

The fairest summary of Amecica's 
participation at the Versatliics Peace 
Conference was made by Clemen- 
ceau’s right-hand, man, Tardieu: “A 
war won by four could not end In 
Q peace’ dictated by one.” 

But ‘Wo won the war." Sure we 
did. ‘Almost single-handed, Almost. 
Let's try to be honest with ourselves 
so that we may be falr to others. 
Let's remember what Engiand and 
France and our other associates con- 
tributed to the winning of that war. 

For Instance, they fought the war 
for three years while we remained 
neutral and waxed rich at their ex- 
pense. England,: with a population 
one-third of ours, lost in.dead alone 
nearly 1,000,000 men; France, with 
a population less than one-third of 
ours, more than 1,500,000; Canada, 
‘with a population less than New Yorlc 
State, about 160,000. In other words, 
had the United States suffered relo- 
tively as France did, our dead alone 
would have exceeded 4,500,000 men, 
As it was, we lost about 75,0007 
“We never knew “the horror of an 
aireraid, the terror and degradation 
of on. invading army destroying our 
towns and cities and enslaving a 
large port of our civilian population 
to be hewets of wood and . drawers 
of water in the enemy country. 
Fuel-lIess Sundays, Liberty Loon 
drives, and one picce of sugar Instead 
of two were among our mojor cnter- 
prises. Yes, they helped—helped a 
lot, “turned the tide’ and all that 
sort of thing. But as a-nation we 
were spared the agony our comrades- 
in-arms endured. My point {s that 
when we stop to think and make'a 
real effort to be fair the propaganda 
we have been fed for several years 
seema a bit Indecent, 
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There is something “phony” In the 
contrast between our nolsy pride in 
pur fighting prowess and our self- 


nbasement. as diplomatic morons, 
You know that oft-repeated phrase, 
“America has won every war and lost 
every peace conference.” The next 
time some parlour intellectual re- 
peats that phrase In the pompous 
manner of the man trying to make o 
conversational Impression ssk him 
how many and what peace con- 
ferences ho's talking about. Did: our 
diplomats Iese for us the American 
Revolution, the War of 1812, the 
Mexican War. of: 1845-40, the 
Spanish-American War or the World 
War (when we ducked ‘our job by 
repudiating the League of Natlons)? 
Didn’t they do pretty well in the 
Loulslann and Alaska purchases, the 
Oregon boundary dispute, the Alos- 
kan Osheries controversy, the Alo- 
bama claims, the Venezuelan crisis of 
18957 You may not be able to con- 
vince him, but at least you will havo 
the satisfaction: 9f exploding 2 myth. 

‘At any rate, Iet’s stop talking non- 
sense ubout being “bamboozled” by 
wily forelgn diplomats. It’s Just an- 
other way of fooling ourselves and 
evading our responsibilities, 

One of the favourite sports of 
writers who have consciously or un- 
consciously misled and misinformed 
the American public in recent years 
nas eon, int te the anotlves ee 
cal an 
inspired {merjen’s ‘entry into the Jast 
World War. They ‘have ‘ created 
bogles — : Fonrecrows,. naming them 
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“Merchants of Death" and the “Wall 
Street Bankers," and depicting them 
as beguiling and forcing the Amer- 
tcan people agalnst thelr will to enter 
tho war. 

That just Isn't so,.and you and I 
know it. The average American 
docsn’t give a damn what the “Wall 
Street Bankers" say or think or do 
except when, as jn the Nineteen 
Twenties, some of them sold us. gilt- 
edged flypaper on which we were 
permanently stuck. Both our know- 
ledge and common sense refuse to 
elevate the munition manufacturers 
into gods of human destiny. They 
make their unpleasant goods and sell 
them because. there are people who 
want them and will buy them. 
Occasionally some over-zealous sales- 
man may have encouraged a Central 
American revolution, but to picture 
these practical gentlemen as playing 
a decisive role in the destinies of the 
world is plain silly. 

America entered the last war for 
many reosons. The most Immediate 
and compelling reason was simply 
that Germany, after repeated warn- 
ings and protests, continued to sink 
ships without warning, with a loss of 
American lives. If Germany hod not 
sunk our ships and. ff American lives 
had not been lost in those actions, we 
would not have entered the war, 

With all our faults, we Americans 
have a great faith In certain fdeals— 
o faith that has moved mountains and 
has contributed mightily to our great- 
ness ns a nation. When Woodrow 
Wilson struck the moral. note, the 
heart of Ameyica responded. Most 
Americans did belleve that we were 
fighting “to make the world safe for 
democracy.” Whether we succeeded 
or failed is Irrelevant at this point. 
We'did fight for something worth 
fighting for, and we need {cel no re-, 
gret or shame for, that motive and 
purpose. , 

snd 
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Somewhat allied to the foregoing 
reason were our national heritage 
and traditlons. English people, 
French people and. American people 
belleve in thelr hearts that individual 
freedom _is one of those few things 
worth fighting for and, if need be, 
worth dying for. 

The German Ideal in the lost war, 
as in the present one, was different, 
and—what is fmportant for us to bear 
In mind—really endangered our ideal 
then as It does to-day. Despite all 
the effusions of Nazi-Communist 
philosophy, of flabby intellectuals, 
and of demagogie politicians, 
materialism {s. not the only driving 
force In American life. It wasn't Jn 
1917 and it Isn't now. 

Nor did we fight to pull England’s 
chestnuts out of the fire. We never 
have. The propagandists who say 
we have done so cannot prove .a 
single instance in our entire history 
ag a nation to support thelr falsehood, 
And yet by using the Nazl-Com- 
munlst tactle of repeating a falschood 
again and again they have deceived 
some honest, well-meaning folk and 
have soothed those frantic people 
who can not bear to face the simple 
but sometimes hard truths of life, 
Have you observed how these same 
propngandists will scream with rage 
because England {s at moments re- 
luctant to do the hard jobs of clvilisa~ 
tion which they urge us to shirk? 
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Ihave been discussing the pro- 
paganda about America’s part in the 
Jost war. At first sight Te may seem 
like beating a dead horse, because 
we now have another great war and 
must make up our minds what to do 
about it. The old. propaganda has 
been mentioned beenuse it has tended 
to warp our present attitudes. Con- 
sider briefly now some of. the present- 
day pitfalls that constantly Vhresten 
our thinking,

Such strange bedfellows os Molotoff, 
the Soviet Minister of Forclgn Affairs, 
Hugh .

Tho conquest of nisicia” the ruins 
of Czecho-Slovakia, the  massa- 
cre of the Poles, the attack, on- Fin— 
land, the torture of concentration 
camps, the bestial crimes agalnst race

Manifesto—they are not English or 
French or American, No—we are: 
not “all alike.” We know all about:
